After dusk the British rushed the 
Turkish positions. A steel pontoon 
bridge was constructed which* was 
crossed most gallantly under — shell 
fire by -cavalry, which promptly 
made an-end to the Turkish _ resis- 
tance, galloping down the machine 
gunners and capturing three Maxims 
and ‘seventy prisoners.
